The  extant  manuscripts  of  Horace  are  about 
two  hundred  and  fifty  in  number.  In  the  Pub- 
lic Library  at  Berne  is  one  copied  by  a Scotch 
or  Irish  monk  in  the  latter  part  of  the  eighth 
century  or  early  in  the  ninth.  There  are  some 
twenty  which  date  from  about  the  same  period 
Jacques  de  Crusque,  Latinized  Cruquius' 
who  published  an  edition  of  Horace  in  i ryn’ 
had  the  use  of  four  MSS.  in  the  monastery  of 
St.  Peter  s at  Mans  Blandinus.  These  all  per- 
ished  in  the  fire  that  destroyed  the  monastery 
in  1566  He  conjectured  that  the  oldest  of  the 
four  codices  dated  from  the  seventh  century.

The  book  is  divided  into  four  parts,  ending  respec- 
tively with  Carm.  Sec.,  Sermones,  Poetria,  Epistolae, 
and  the  word  finis . The  first  leaf  of  each  part  in 
the  British  Museum  copy  is  illustrated  in  gold  and 
colours.  The  same  types  are  used  in  a Florus,  Plu- 
tarch’s Apophthegmata,  Lucan,  and  Donatus  de 
Barbarismo,  all  without  place  or  date,  and  in  St.  Basil 
de  officiis  vitae  solitariae,  1471.  Most  bibliogra- 
phers agree  in  conjecturing  that  the  printer  was  An- 
tonius  Zarotus,  at  Milan. 

This  and  the  first  Aldine  are  extraordinarily  rare 
and  valuable  editions.  Facsimiles  of  the  first  page 
of  the  Odes  and  of  the  titlepage  of  the  Epistles  are 
here  reproduced  from  the  British  Museum  copy  of 
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the  Editio  Princeps.  They  give  an  idea  of  the  ad- 
mirable style  in  which  this  great  and  modest  printer 
executed  his  work.

Even  rarer  and  less  known  than  the  Princeps.  It 
comprises  123  leaves  of  thirty-three  lines  each  printed 
in  round  Roman  characters,  closely  resembling  those 
in  which  Catullus,  Tibullus,  Propertius,  and  Statius 
were  printed  by  Jo.  de  Colonia  in  1472,  but  still 
more  closely  to  the  1476  reprint  of  Lavagna.  It  has 
no  folio  numbers,  catchwords,  or  signatures.  The 
first  Ode  of  Book  I begins  on  the  recto  of  folio  1. 
The  Odes  are  followed  by  the  Art  of  Poetry,  then 
come  the  Satires  and  Epistles.  But  different  copies 
vary.  Thus  in  the  copy  owned  by  the  Due  de  la 
Valliere  the  Ars  Poetica  was  followed  by  the  Satires,

This  edition  is  extremely  rare  and  valuable.  Belce 
describes  it  as  being  “ one  of  the  scarcest  books  in

1 68  leaves,  with  twenty-five  lines  to  the  full  page, 
except  in  the  Epistles  and  Satires,  which  have  twenty- 
four.
